Industries. This action was taken' oil 
recommendation of "tho committee on 
supplies of the Council of National De- 
fense and the Commercial Economy 
Board. 


A report of'the Joint Wool Conser- 


vation committee declared that' the In- 
creasing price of wool had forced the 
woolen mills to resort to making cot- 
ton warp fabrics Instead of. all \vool 
'abrlcs. and that In order to keep mills 
not cnuinped for using cotton warps In 
operation, tho need for raw v,-ool was . 
Imperative.

The committee pointed out that this

Practical Use of the Auto. 


It is to be noticed that numerous automobile owners are 


making- a very practical use of (heir machines just now, and 
.many more might do so (o their advantage. 


The practice referred to is that of driving but into the coun- 


try districts these pleasant fall days and buying apples, pota- 
toes, butter, eggs and other farm products direct from the 
producers and bringing them home in their autos. In the mat- 
ter of prices substantial savings are made, and in the case of 
many motorists there is as much enjoyment in such a trip as 
jf it were taken for pleasure alone. 


This is in reality a most commendable combination of busi- 


ness and pleasure. People who own automobiles are bound to 
be using them freely at a time of year when nature is at its 
best, and it is impossible now to drive through the country dis- 
tricts without passing fields and orchards burdened with the 
growth of the season which their owners are ready to sell. 
There is room in every automobile after all seals are filled for 
considerable luggage and it is no trick at all to-bring home a 
few bushels of potatoes, apples or vegetables, or a package of 
'butler or eggs without inconveniencing the members of the 
family or party, even if every seal in the auto is occupied. 
And by not taking a full complement of passengers a load can 
be brought home which will demonstrate Ihe highly practical 
use of the machine aside from mere pleasure purposes. 


When .-the parcel post was introduced it was held up as v 


valuable means of eliminating the profits of the middlemai 
on articles of food, providing, as it does, an opening for the 
shipment of farm products direct from the producer to the 
consumer.

mount -the educational difficulties. 


"Electoral bodies have sprung up 


and there are In most provinces to- 
day councils which have power to juss 
resolutions and act in an advisory ca- 
pacity, although they have little re- 
sponsibility of real power. The mem- 
bers of these legislative units have bo 
gun to tire of a situation in which 
they are little more than debaters, and 
we shall be glad to provide food for 
this developing civic appetite. 


"Today the British people have be- 


gun to realize that India has proved 
lierselt worthy of a larger nart In tlio 
Imperial plan. India Is now assured e.r 
a place In all future Imperial war con- 
ferences.

Balkan wars, he said, had 
remained in Greece, for they had earn- 
ed enough money on the other side' of 
the ocean to permit them to stay here 
in comfort.
